The color bf the brew is by no means a dependable measure of it-- 
lavor, which d* pends upon th 
kind i rid the quality of the tea aud th 
length of time i' if brewed In the opinion of tea connoisseur?, a brew of 
five minutes (and in some cases longer, d< pending on the tea) is necessary 
to bring out the full flavor of the leaf. There are some who recommend a 
shorter time. three to four minutes, if cream or milk is not saken w ith the 
tea All stress tin* importance of using wa 
r fresh from the tap, of bring­ 
ing it to a bubbling boil, and at once pouring it over the leaves or tea bag 
mtu a lire heated po.. Under no circumstances should th** boiling water be 
poured into teapot or cup and th* tea added to this, as the flavor of the 
brew goes down with the temperature, producing flat, insipid tea. 


The amount of tea recommended is the same as I have alw ays used: 
me teaspoonful for each teacup, one for the pot. It is of prime impor­ 
tance to keep the pot hot while the tea is brewing. I have an idea that 
many who do not care for tea have seldom, if ever, enjoyed the full flavor 
of a well-brewed cup of tea. 


Tea bags are a convenience. Nu tea leaves are left to be rinsed out 
of the pot. and a-- the tea has been carefully measured, the use of tea 
bags tends to insure a more uniform brew. 


We Am eri cans are quite partial to black tea. In their manufacture, 
black teas go through, a fe rmenting process before the leaves are heated 
and dried. This brings out the rich flavor and the fragrant bouquet which 
have made black teas so popular In the manufacture of green teas the 
leaves are heated without any previous fermentation. Oolong, a third type, 
is a semi-fe rm ent ed tea; that is, it is fermented only a short Ame before 
the leaves arc heated. 


Teas, wh eth er black, green or oolong, are graded in their manufacture 
according to the size of the leaf, with little regard to the quality, except 
that smaller leaves are more desirable. The quality of the a lo m a and tho 
flavor of tea are duo to Die conditions under which the tea is grown, 
manufactured and blended. 


The term Orange Pekoe, which is generally thought of as identifying 
a fine quality of tea, really indicates a certain size and shape of leaf. The 
term “ English B r e a k f a - t “ as applied ti* tea is also often misunderstood. It 
wa s first used to describe tea drunk by the English people for breakfast 
in Colonial «lay-s - Originally it was, a black tea from China. It now includes 
blends in whfcb t h e flavor of the China t ea predominates.
